Kassebaum  is  the  first  woman 
to  represent  Kansas  in  the  U.S.  Senate 
and  the  only  woman  in  the  96th  Con- 
gress. 

Winning  the  election  in  1978  overa 
former  two-term  congressman  from 
her  hometown  of  Topeka,  Mrs.  Kasse- 
baum became  the  first  woman  elected 
to  the  Senate  without  first  having 
been  preceded  in  Congress  by  her 
husband. 

She  is  a member  of  the  Foreign 
Relations  Committee  and  chairman 
of  its  African  Subcommittee;  the 
Commerce,  Science  and  Transporta- 
tion Committee  and  chairman  of  its 
Aviation  Committee. 

She  is  also  a member  of  the  Budget 
Committee  and  the  Special  Commit- 
tee on  Aging. 

Prior  to  entering  the  Senate,  Mrs. 

Kassebaum  had  served  on  the  Kansas 


Governmental  Ethics  Commission, 
the  Kansas  Committee  for  the  Hu- 
manities, and  the  Maize,  Kansas, 
School  Board.
